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Politics Had No Part 


in Tammany’s Founding 
The Tammany society in New York 
was founded on May 12, 1789, by Wil- 
lium Mooney as a “fraternity of pa- 
triots solemnly consecrated to the In- 
dependence, the popular liberty and the 
federal union of the country.” In 
its enrly history the society was a 
patriotic organization, with men from 
all political parties as members. The 
society held its first meeting in the 
old Fraunces tavern. The first Tam- 
many hall was built at Nassau and 
Frankfort streets in 1811, one room 
being reserved for the meetings of 
the society and the remainder being 
rented out as a_ hotel. This hall 
was used by the society until 1868 
when their home on _ Fourteenth 
street, between Third avenue and Irv- 
ing place, was cccupied. This home 
was used by the Tammany society un- 
til 1928, when they moved to a new 
building on Union square. The so- 
clety, which was at first entirely a 
social and benevolent organization, 
still retains these features to some 
extent, though it has become better 
known as the headquarters of the 
Democratic political organization of 
New York city. 


Natural for All Dogs 


to “Point” Their Prey 

Even before the dawn of history, 
dog helped man kill his game, accord- 
ing to scientists. ‘The first pointers 
were owned by Neolithic man, who 
went a-hunting in skins and with a 
spear or a bow und arrows as hig 
weapons, the theory goes. 

Originally the “pointing” of bird 
dogs was only an exaggerated pause 
as they prepared to leap on their 
prey. Even today nearly every type 
of dog will point game after a fash- 
fon. The pause gave the Neolithic 
hunter an opportunity to locate his 
meat before it ran or flew away. It 
brought him a distinct advantage 

Consequently, by selection and 
breeding of the best “pointers,” the 
hunting dog was evolved after count- 
less centuries. ‘This theory {fs ad- 
vanced by Iroquois Dahl in Field and 
Stream, 


Exemplary Bird Parents 

Among the most tenacious of bird 
parents are the killdeers, probably the 
most widely distributed of American 
shore birds. Both the male and the 
female incubate the eggs. When one 
is scared from the nest the other 
steals behind the intruder and takes 
its place. These birds are experts at 
the “broken wing” act with men, dogs 
and predatory animals to draw them 
away from the nests, but with hoofed 
animals, which might step on the egg: 
they adopt an attitude of defiance, 
They will spread their wings and run 
into the animal's face, trying to star- 
tle it.

by Biblical Writers 


Many people have o decided preju- 
dice agninst selling dogs. Some go 
so for os tu regard the sale of a dog 
as positively sinful. One elderly 
woman, says the Pathfinder Magazine, 
severely condemned a man who en- 
gaged In the business of raising shep- 
herd dogs for the market. She 
branded his business as sinful and 
protested against her church accept- 
ing contributions of his “tainted” 
money. 

The origin of this prejudice {fs not 
known for certain. It may be based 
on the old Hebraic Scriptural teach- 
ings. Deuteronomy 23:18 says in 
part: “Thou shalt not bring .. . 
the price of n dog into the house of 
the Lord thy God for any vow.” Many 
commentators, accepting “dog” here 
in the literal sense, state that Moses 
declared dogs unclean and prohibited 
traffic in them. 

Others take a different view of the 
passage. They say that “dog” here 
does not refer to the animal, but to a 
person who has prostituted himself by 
committing any abominable action. 
This opinion receives some confirma- 
tion from the context, especially the 
preceding verse. In Palestine the dog 
was looked upon with loathing and 
aversion, as filthy and unclean. This 
animal is mentioned in the Bible more 
than forty times and, with few excep- 
tions, it Is mentioned with contempt, 


to remark either its voracious in- 
stincts, its fierceness or its loath- 
someness. 


Medici Family Crest 


Now Pawnbroker Sign 

In America there are but few shop 
signs reminiscent of an old day. The 
one most fn use Is that of the pawn- 
broker and his sign of three globes. 
With this is connected a varying and 
interesting background. 

Averado de Medici was a command- 
er of fighting men under the great 
Charlemagne. During the course of 
his battles on behalf of his overlord 
he met and slew the glant Muzgello. 
As the spoil of war, he took the ginnt’s 
club, to which for effective service in 
action were aflixed three tron balls 
swinging upon a short chain. 

It can readily be understood that a 
well-placed blow from such a club in 
the hands of an angry giant would 
certainly, to use slang, “make the 
birdies sing,” and the three effective 
additions to the club would complete 
the picture. Therefore, Averado might 
well have added the three globes to 
the family crest. In later years the 
Medici took to the gentle but effective 
art of poisoning and as a side line en- 
gaged in the business of loaning 
money, using the memory of Mugello’s 
battle-ax fixtures as their insignia.— 
Kansas City Star. 


Substitutes for Gold 

Perhaps all the world isn’t strug- 
gling for gold and silver, but it is only 
because those precious metals aren't 
known In some of the out-of-the-way 
spots—and even there a substitute is 
found. 

In the South Sea Islands, for in 
stance, porpoise teeth strung around 
a native’s head Indicate his wealth, re- 
counts the Farm Journal. On the 
island of Yap the rich man Is known 
by the number of cartwheel stones 
piled in front of his hut. In the East 
Indies and throughout a large part of 
Africa beads and shells are used for 
money, and In the Polar regions, where 
fishing is the chief source of livell- 
hood, fishhooks are a principal medium 
of exchange.

As three pieces of our handsome motor re 


fire-fighting apparatus fully equipped with 
hose, chemicals, and ladders—not to mention 
uniformed men—flash up the street, before 


the electrically-operated alarm ceases sound- 
ing it is difficult to envisage the conditions in 
Andover one hundred years ago when the 
Friendly Fire Society was ‘‘formed in An- 
dover S. Parish, January 1829.” 

Recently the last record book dating from 
1851 to 1862 as well as the book of by-laws 
printed by Allen, Morrill and Wardwell in 
1844 has come into the hands of the Towns- 
woman through the courtesy of F. H. Foster, 
whose father wrote the minutes of the last 
mecting. 

The preamble to the by-laws is couched in 
dignified terms as follows: 


“Viewing with deep solicitude the want of 
ey abe in this place against calamities 
by Fire and deeming it the duty of every good 
citizen to be at all times well prepared to 
yield the most prompt and efficient aid to 
those suffering from its desolating ravages;— 
Therefore, for our mutual benefit and the 
advantage of those around us, we, the sub- 
scribers, inhabitants of the South parish of 
Andover, do agree to form ourselves into a 
Society by the name of the Friendly Fire 
society and pledge ourselves, and tender our 
services each to the other for reciprocal 
protection, assistance and benefit.” 

The by-laws provide that the society 
consist of members not exceeding twenty-five 
in number with meetings held on the first 
Thursday of December, February, May and 
September. Each member is pledged to pro- 
vide himself with and keep in good repair in 
some conspicuous part of his dwelling house, 
shop or store, two leather buckets painted 
red within and dark green without with the 
initials of his christian name and surname in 
full and the initials of the name of the society, 
and the year in which it was formed; also one 
bag of strong materials at least four feet in 
length and four feet in circumference, with 
strings to draw it close and marked with the 


fire each member is pledged to repair im- 
mediately with his bag and buckets to the 
place of conflagration and “with all possibla 
diligence exert himself as the person in 
danger shall direct, or if he be not present, 
every member, according to the best of his 
own judgment and discretion shall remove 
the effects of the person in danger. Any 
member so removing the goods and effects of 
any person shall return them to the proper 
owner, within twenty-four hours from the 
time of their removal.” 

The record book gives no account of the 
conflagrations subdued, neither whether 
mirrors were thrown out second-story 
windows and feather beds carried down 
stairs, or what valuables were chosen to be 
packed into the stout four by four bags. The 
minutes deal entirely with the regular 
quarterly meetings giving a list of those 
absent (each of whom was fined twenty-five 
cents) and the report of the inspecting com- 
mittee of four who were empowered to fine 
those careless persons whose bags and buckets 
were not up to specifications the sum of fifty 
cents. 

The recalcitrant members who neglected to 
observe the articles, or refused to pay the 
secretary on demand the fines he had in- 
curred, or absented himself from three suc- 
cessive meetings without an excuse deemed 
sufficient by the committee were automati- 
cally dropped from the list of membership. 
Moreover it is stated that, “If any member 
conduct himself with such impropriety as to 
become troublesome to the Society, they 
shall have power to expel him by regular 
vote.” 

A generous ideal is set forth in Article 10 in 
these words: ‘The members of this Society 
shall conduct themselves towards each other 
in friendship, and shall endeavor to promote 
each other’s interest, as brothers and fellow- 
members of a society instituted for mutual 
benefit. In case any member dies leaving a 
widow, she shall during her remaining tis 
widow, be entitled to the same protection and 
assistance of the Society as though her hus- 
band were living.” 

A great event in the annals of the Friendly 
Fire Society was the supper, held usually in 
the late winter. 

In December of 1852 it was “Voted to 
assess each member one dollar for the purpose 
of furnishing the annual supper to which each 
gentleman may invite a lady, This must have 
been a elaborate affair for the next year it is 
recorded that ‘The committee on a bill of 
fare made a verbal report suggesting more 
simplicity in the entertainment at the quar- 
terly meetings and advising the the reference 
of the whole matter of a bill of fare for the 
annual supper to the committee, In 1854 
the assessment rose to $1.25, and in 1853 to 
$1.50. Evidently the elaboration of the enter- 
tainments had made them a burden for it is 
recorded that Mr. Nathaniel Swift offered to 

rovide supper rather than the meeting should 
ye deferred.” The next year C. Foster fur- 
nished the supper. 

In February of 1857 the arrangements were 
made more easily although there was a nigger 
in the woodpile tactful y concealed in the 
following statement: “The committee on the 
annual supper reports the very good fortune 
to engage Mr. John Flint to provide it, he 
agreeing to do so upon the condition that the 
members of the society should not leave 
immediately but remain an hour or two at his 
house with him after the supper was over.” 

September of the same year finds this 
resolve: “As it is evident that the increasing 
interests of the female friends of the Friendly 
Fire Society in its prosperity adds increasing 
benefits and enjoyments to its primary 
objects it is resolved that each of its quar- 
terly meetings in September be attended by 
such excursions with ladies as may be 
thought desirable.” 

Mr. Nathan Frye had the supper of 1858 
»repared at his place “rather ian let it go 
bye and the following year “As they were 
were unable to find any other place Mrs. B. 
H. Punchard kindly consented to provide it.”

Why Not Occasional Changes 
An interesting article dealing with the 
changes in people’s habits in recent 
years and the effect they have on manu- 
facturing and selling, is taken from the 
Imperial Type Metal Magazine. As it is 
well worth reading it is reprinted below. 


Some time ago I received a letter from a 
reader who bitterly criticized modern manu- 
facturers for producing what he called 
“worthless goods.” 

I was interested and wondered if this was 
the opinion of other consumers, so I sent a 
copy of the letter to ten friends asking them 
to state their opinions. The result of this 
inquiry was published in “ Nation’s Business” 

My conclusion from the answers received 
was that the vast majority of buyers are 
grateful that we are living in a machine age. 
They are certain that we are making progress, 
and. that honesty in trade is more common 
today than it ever was. Junk is made for 
those who wish to buy it, but the purchasers 
have ample warning of what they are getting. 

More recently the same subject has been 
discussed from a different angle by James C. 
MacGrath in “ Printers’ Ink Monthly”. Mr. 
MacGrath admits that things do not last 
as many months or years as they once did and 
he explains why. 

Do you remember the days when all the 
good furniture was in the parlor? And do you 
remember that this parlor was open for 
human habitation not more than oncea week? 
Do you remember that curtains were always 
drawn to keep the rugs from fading? No 
wonder such furnishings had a long life. In 
ten years they did not receive the use a 
modern room gets in six months. 

And it was about the same way with 
clothes. Sunday clothes lasted a decade 
because they were worn only a few times each 
year. 

The custom today is to use hard whatever 
we buy. We drive our automobiles 10,000 to 
30,000 miles a year. Every day is Sunday for 
clothing. Children engage in rough-house in 
the living room. The piano is used as a park- 
ing place for glasses. Hall carpets are door- 
mats,

Mr. MacGrath says American don’t want 
things to last a lifetime. They prefer an 
occasional change—of style, of color, of 
design. 

Manufacturers today are competent to 
make what the people want. They still know 
how to make cast-iron frying pans, weighing 
five to ten pounds. They can make sad-rions, 
suitable for a strong man’s morning calis- 
thenics. They can make dining-room tables 
with legs like churns and tops as thick as a 
carpenter’s work-bench. But who wants 
them?

What would happen to 
industry if every one drove his automo- 
bile for ten years, and wore the same 
overcoat for fifteen years. Much as the 
“standpats” may condemn present day 
methods of living, the modern age is not 
a bad one in which to be alive.

East River Now Heated 
by Big Power Plants 


Back {in 1776 the East river at New 
York city froze sufliciently to allow 
an army to cross over the tce In 
safety. But nowadays the stream ob- 
stinately refuses to freeze, even when 
the temperature reaches its lowest ex- 
treme, 

One reason for the warmness of 
New York's adjacent waters may be 
the action of the nine power plants 
along {ts shores, For every ton of 
coal consumed in making steam for 
the turbines, about 400 tons o1 water 
—which is drawn from the river—are 
needed to condense the steam back 
into wate. afier It has served its use- 
ful purpose, The water ts heated 
about 25 degrees before it returns to 
its original habitat and at least 400,- 
000 tons of water pass In and out of 
the power plants every hour, It has 
been computed that this bas the ef- 
fect of raising the temperature of the 
whole river at least 10 degrees, tn 
spite of the strong tidal current 
which changes its waters twice daily 
by influx from Long island sound and 
New York harbor,

Traffic Sign for Bees 

Highly specialized flowers often 
have lines on their petals to show in- 
sects the way to the glands forming 
their larder. In these nectar {s stored 
—to be turned by bees Into honey, 

Honey guides are strongly marked 
on the upper pair of the nasturtilum’s 
five petals, They converge to show 
the way to the deep spur filled with 
what children call honey, when they 
bite the spur to taste the sweet stuff. 

On the three lower petals, which 
have no honey guides, will be seen 
formidable barricades, «'ocking the en- 
trance to the tube by the way of these 
petals. This remarkable fence of 
bristles stretches right across the faces 
of the lower petals. 

They keep at bay such climbing in- 
sects as ants, which might try to steal 
the honey, but would be of no serv- 
{ce to the flower. 


Famous Old Canal 

The original canal connecting St. 
Marys falls and rapids was a crude 
affair made by trappers and traders 
In 1797-98 to connect with the North- 
west country In order to permit them 
to compete in the transportation of 
furs with the Hudson's Bay company. 
This work was practically destroyed 
by United States troops in 1814 dur- 
ing the war with Great Britain, and 
In 1853 a system of canals was begun 
by the state of Michigan within the 
United States borders to connect 
Lakes Superlor and Huron, This cost 
$1,000,000 and had two locks, It was 
enlarged in 1870 in co-operation with 
the United States government, and in 
1882 Michigan relinquished control to 
the federal government. 


Theatrical “Snow” 

Few who shiver through a “bliz- 
zard” on the moving-picture screen 
know that the “snow” ts cornflakes 
driven along by blowers. A mill fn 
Chieago and another in Omaha make 
this “snow” out of white corn. This 
corn Is first made into pearly hominy, 
then flaked, cooked and finally baked, 
when it is ready to be a “snowstorm.” 
Breakfast cornflakes are made the 
same way except that malt and sugar 
are added, which gives them the 
brownish color, Flakes used in movie 
blizzards weigh only five ounces to 
the gallon, After a scene they may 
be swept up and used again, 


“Standing Pat” 

Pat Is an adjective, probably from 
the French “pat,” meaning that which 
sults the purpose of the occasion or 
meaning exactly sultable. The ex- 
pression fs used In poker to refer to 
a hand so satisfactory that its holdet 
does not care to exercise the privilege 
of discarding and drawing cards.

Trace Pipe Organ Back 
to Earliest Civilization 


The story of the pipe orgun—the 
noblest of musical  Instruments— 
abounds in romance, for its beginning 
lies {pn remote antiquity und its de 
velopment follows the progress of 
civilization for more than 2,000 yeurs 
Limited space permits only briefest 
mention of a few cardinal points in 
{ts history. 

Of first importance, the parent in 
strument was oa set of pipes fastened 
together in a row and made to sound 
by the direct force of the breath 
Later some 200 years before Christ, 
there came the water organ, which, in 
turn, gave place to the bellows type 
of instrument that was first used tn 
the church about 480 A. D. It Is the 
bellows type, highly perfected, that 
fs in common use today. 

In this country, our straft-laced 
Puritan ancestors opposed music ns 
an invention of the Evil One himself. 
so its acceptance came slowly, and up 
to the middle of the Seventeenth cen. 
tury, only that of the crudest kind 
was heard. 

The real history of the pipe organ 
in America began about 1713, with the 
importation from England of what 
has come to be known os the Brattle 
organ. it came to Boston, Manss., as 
the property of Thomas Brattle, a 
priminent man of the time, and was 
set up in King’s chapel. 

Other organs were Imported In the 
years that followed, until John Clemm 
produced the first American-bullt in- 
strument in 1737. 


Dread of Evil Spirits 


Inherent in Papuans 
Papuaas are pagan, and largely gov- 
erned by superstitious beliefs handed 
down from generation to generation 
The Papuan cautiously approaches the 
rocks on the shores of the ocean and 
inland streams lest a spirit that abides 
there stir up a storm. A_ spirit 
In the clouds destroys their children. 
but the strongest spirit lurks in the 
forests. For this reason tribesmen 
seldom venture out at night. Papuan 
villages are built more for protection 
than comfort. Near the sea coast and 
rivers many of them are built over 
the water, while in the interior they 
occupy the hills where the tribesmen 
can survey the neighborhood for en- 
emy invaders. If a village is In a 
valley, it {s usually protected by a 
high stockade or the huts are In the 
tree tops.

OF MANY 


BUSINESS BUMPS 


Babson Says It Should Be Applied to Eliminate Both Seasonal and Cycular Depressions 
— Regards It as Greatest Business Force — Says Persistence Is Essential 
in Advertising to Make Business a Success 


Babson Park, Massachusetts, July 19, 
1929. Advertising ought to be to business 
what the fly-wheel is to the motor. It has the 
power, if properly applied, to alleviate in- 
dustrial depression and help to provide steady 
year-round work. At the present time, how- 
ever, it is apllied not steadily, but in jumps. 
Advertising lineage in the new spapersand 
magazines is now very heavy because we are 
in a period of propserity. In 1921 on the 
other hand, it was very small because we were 
then in a period of depression. At the very 
time it was needed most as a sales stimulant, 
advertising was at its lowest ebb. If business 
would boost sales in dull years, and provide 
steady work the year round, it should follow 
a strong program of advertising in depressions 
as well as in prosperous periods. Advertising 
pressure should be increased when sales 
resistance is highest. 

I know that it is easier to get tangible 
results from advertising when sales reistance 
is low. When people are all ready to buy it 
does not take much urging to make them do 
it. Hence, the majority of advertising is done 
only when it pulls best, following the motto: 
“Strike while the iron is hot.” To get the full 
benefit advertisers should not only “strike 
while the iron is hot”’ but also when it is cold. 
If they strike often enough they can heat it 
up! We boast that this is an era of conscious 
control of business. In the past five years 
business men have learned many ways to 
meet economic conditions which they never 
knew before. The copper and oil industries 
for example, with their conservation move- 
ments, the trade associations, the organiza- 
tions for business research, and the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, all are doing valuable 
work in aiding business men to cope with 
economic changes. Business no longer adopts 
the fatalistic attitude of previous years. The 
time must come, therefore, when the greatest 
business force of all, namely, ‘‘ Advertising,” 
will consciously be directed to stabilize 
conditions. When it is so directed it will 
mean not only greater profits for individual 
concerns, but steadier employment for 
workers, higher average purchasing power of 
the people, and fewer disastrous depriessons. 


Seasonal Slumps May Be Mitigated 


One of the greatest problems today is the 
elimination of seasonal slumps in trade and 


industry. There is no good reason why busi- 
ness should meekly submit to long shut- 
downs, protracted unemployment, and small 
sales during certain seasons of the year. 
Advertising, if consistently a through- 
out the year, would do much to mitigate 
these slack periods. It is not so applied at the 
present time. I have been interested in a 
study made by National Advertising Records 
showing the proportion of magazine advertis- 
ing appropriations spent during the various 
months of the year. This study covers 
twenty-three different dinustries and trades. 
Admittedly, the peak sales season varies in 
these different lines. Nevertheless, the 
advertising of the great majority of them is 
mostly concentrated in the one-month of 
April. To be sure, this is the Spr ng selling 
season for many lines. However, I sce no 
reason why financial and insurance advertis- 
ing should be heaviest in April and lowest in 
September. Yet such is the case. 

Similarly there is no good reason why 
tobacco advertising should be heaviest in 
April and smallest in the winter months. 
Certainly people smoke as much in the winter 
as they do in the summer. Also, for some 
unknown reason the advertisements of 
schools, camps, and correspondence courses 
are heaviest in February and lowest in 
September which is just prior to the opening 
of the fall terms. Examination of the other 
industrial groups tends to show that seasonal 
advertising is governed more by custom than 
by conscious direction. Otherwise why 
should the peak of advertising be concen- 
trated in one or two Spring months, and be 
nearly at a minimum in the slack season of 
July and August. 


Soft Drink People Working for Year- 
Round Sales 


There are signs in certain industries that 
business leaders are breaking away from 
custom, and are seriously attempting to make 
their advertising produce year-round results 
rather than the seasonal spurts. Probably the 
soft drink industry now leads in this en- 
deavor. Each year a billion bottles more soft 
drinks are being consumed than the preceding 
year, mainly because of aggressive advertis- 
ing. One large ginger ale company, whose 
sales and earnings have more than tripled in 
the past three years, is proving that its 


products can be sold in every month of the 
year. This Sonpany. has planned its adver- 
tising to stimulate sales during the winter. 
Growing success is accompanying this effort. 
Other soft drink manufacturers may be 
expected to follow suit. If other industries 
would adopt a strenuous year-round adver- 
tising program, I have no doubt they could 
achieve results which they have never thought 
vossible, In so doing they would also be help- 
ing to stabilize employment and to keep 
conditions prosperous. 


Persistence Essential for Advertising 
Success 


Probably no man has had greater success 
with advertising than Wm. Wrigley. What he 
has to say on the subject is, therefore, worth 
serious consideration. He says: “It is true 
enough that millions and millions of people 
buy and like, my gum, and that advertising 
is not going to induce them to buy substan- 
tially more than they are buying now. When 
I started to advertise, the object was to get 
them to buy, and like, this gum, and I ad- 
vertise now to keep themconstantly reminded 
that they buy Wrigley’s gum and that they 
like it. If I should proceed with a lesser 
advertising program my sales would dwindle 
in proportion. If I should stop advertising 
et and depend upon the momentum 
that already has been created, the chances 
are I soon would be a very small factor in the 
gum business if not out of it entirely.” 

Up to a few years ago, the steel industry, 
Henry Ford, and the Five and Ten Cent 
Store chains were the only major industries 
not employing at least some advertising. 
Today these are all prominent advertisers. 
Woolworth this year will spend an immense 
appropriation. Ford has in the past few years 
engaged in an extensive advertising program. 
Now the various branches of the steel indus- 
try are coming prominently to the front as 
advertisers. A recent statement from a leader 
in this industry reveals the prevailing atti- 
tude. He says: “If your product has merit, 
if your policy is sound, if you tell your story 
to your prospective customers, and if you 
will continue to tell it long enough, you are 
bound to succeed.” 

Business by the Babson chart is now seven 
per cent above normal compared with one per 
cent above a year ago.

Claim Tigers in India 
Serve Useful Purpose 

The unconventional opinion that 
tigers are really “shy beasts,” fulfill- 
ing a “very useful function in nature 
by keeping down the deer” and oth- 
er animals that damage crops, is 
urged in a statement from India made 
public by the British Soclety for the 
Preservation of the Fauna of the Em- 
pire. 

Even when tigers take to killing 
cattle, continues this surprising de- 
fense of an animal usually dreaded 
instead of praised, that fact is not 
necessarily harmful to human affairs. 
In India, the tiger’s advocate urges, 
religious scruples Induce the villagers 
to keep allve vast numbers of old 
and decrepit cattle, 

Even the Indian popular leader, 
Mahatma Ghandi, was criticized se- 
verely for permitting an old, sick cow 
to be put out of pain. What occiden- 
tals would consider thelr duty, to get 
rid of useless and miserable animals, 
is shirked by Indian villagers, the 
spokesman of the Preservation soci- 
ety argues, and is usefully taken over 
by the tigers, unhandicapped by re- 
ligion. 

Most tigers are imbued, the state- 
ment continues, with a wholesome 
fear of man, mankillers being the rare 
exception, It may be considered im- 
probable, nevertheless, that any large 
percentage of Indian villagers will in- 
vite one of these supposedly shy and 
useful forest kitties to come and live 
in his barn In order to protect his 
garden.

Buildings Over Graves 

The natives of Alaska are much 
given to superstitious bellefs, witch 
craft and ghosts, and as a rule they 
are dreadfully afraid of the ghosts 
of the departed, so that the section 
of land given over to the disposi- 
tion of the dead is held in great rey- 
erence, The dead one, with all his 
personal effects, such as_ skins, 
blanket and trinkets accumulated dur- 
ing life, is laid away and is gener- 
ally safe from molestation, although 
occasionally some member of the 
tribe may become so depraved as to 
remove some of the goods if he can 
do so without detection, Frequently 
@ small house ts erected over this 
accumulation, so that in the course 
of time the burial ground comes to 
tuke on the appearance of a minia- 
ture village. In some parts this has 
taken the form of an annual cere- 
mony and on a certain day of the 
autumn many persons may be seen 
erecting these houses over the rest 
ing place of their departed relatives.

The vaults form a square 
hall, 20. feet from floor to ceiling, its 
sides longer than a football fleld. The 
walls are of concrete and sand and 
are themselves 20 feet thick.—World’s 
Work.

The Smith 
sonian-Chrysler expedition brought 
home many of this type and specimens 
have been widely distributed to vari 
ous zoological gardens throughout 
America. 


New Hotel to Be Built at the North 
Station 


Signing of a final contract covering the 
design and construction of a 16-story, 500 
room, popular-priced hotel at the New North 
station by the Boston and Maine railroad and 
the Manger hotel interests of New York was 
announced on Monday, subject to final 
approval by the Department of Public 
Utilities of modifications in financing details. 
The contract calls for early start on erection, 
using the foundations and steel frame which 
were installed on the west wing of the North 
Station for a restaurant prior to development 
of the hotel project. 

The hotel is to be constructed by a building 
company, which will hold title to land and 
structure. The railroad and the Manger inter- 
ests will hold stock equally in this company, 
which will lease the hotel to an operating 
company headed by Julius Manger of New 
York. 

The new hotel as a result of recent im- 
provements in the plans, it was made known, 
will offer not only convenient and modern 
accommodations for those using the travel, 
amusement and business facilities of the 
North station, of the Boston Garden and of 
the North station Industrial Building, but 
will provide also features new to the New 
England traveling public. The cost, it was 
stated, will be $2,800,000. 

The restaurant facilities on the station 
level will include table service, a modern type 
of lunch counter and an elaborate oyster bar 
reached from the station concourse or from 
the street; with a formal dining room on the 
first floor, and a banquet hall and private 
dining rooms distinctively arranged for each 
of the northern New England states served by 
the Boston and Maine, on the second floor. 
These will be at the Boston Garden level and 
accessible from it. With this group of res- 
taurant facilities the new hotel will provide 
what is said to be the most complete and 
varied restaurant accommodations on a single 
location in Boston. Without leaving the 
shelter of the New North station group, these 
facilities will be available to some 24,000,000 
Boston and Maine passengers a year, and will 
be available also in connection with athletic 
contests, conventions, amusement events, 
business gatherings and a multitude of 
activities that have centered in the North 
station since its dedication last November. 

The three large private dining rooms, 
dedicated respectively to New Hampshire, 
Maine and Vermont, will be designed in 
keeping with the traditions of the states they 
represent, in cooperation with state historical 
societies. 

The new hotel, it was stated, will be more 
completely “radioed” than any yet built. 
With a radio outlet in each room, there will be 
a loud-speaker instead of head sets, and with 
selection from three stations. 

Each of the sleeping rooms, of large size 
and all with outside exposures, will have bath 
and “‘anti-scald’”’ shower, running ice water, 
and a serving cabinet in the door. ‘To main- 
tain constant flow and temperature, regard- 
less of the showers and faucets elsewhere in 
the hotel, the cold water supply to showers 
will be on a separate main. 

In addition to the rooms the hotel will 
offer the traveler the unique facility of “club 
parlors”—compartments which can be ob- 
tained without room registry for a shave and 
brush-up, a change to evening clothes, a 
change hon golf clothes, or for changing on 


early train arrival before a reserved room is 


vacated. 


Camp Built by Roman 


Legions in Scotland 

The destruction by fire of a great 
part of Feddal castle in the Braco 
parish of Perthshire, brings into prom- 
inence a district with a long history 

Braco parish contains one of the 
best-preserved Roman camps in Great 
Britain, The numerous forts in the 
vicinity indicate that the Romans here 
had a strong lodgment; and the ex- 
tensive camp has been the subject of 
great controversy on questions con- 
cerning the scene of the battle of the 
Gramplans, 

The camp consists of several defi- 
nite parts—the station or citadel, de- 
signed as a permanent structure, 420 
feet by 375 feet in dimensions; the 
Praetorium, for the military leaders, 
measuring 60 feet square, enclosed by 
a wall within which was a building 
now assumed to have been a place of 
worship; the procestrium, strongly 
fortified and extending to 1,060 feet 
by 900 feet in area, giving accommo- 
dation for about 400 men; the great 
camp northwest of the procestrium, 
2,800 feet by 1,950 feet, capable of ac- 
commodating 26,000 men; and the 
small cump farther west, measuring 
1,910 feet by 1,840 feet, with accom- 
modation for 12,000 men, Few places, 
indeed, can boast of more interesting 
relics than Braco.—Weekly Scotsman 


Weather Vanes Found 


of Ancient Invention 

The weather vane, which has a vogue 
among architects of today Is sald to 
be an ancient Invention. Vitruvius, in 
the era of the Roman empire, called it 
a triton, perhaps because it sometimes 
took that form, Today it is often 
called a weathercock, because the fig- 
ure of the cock, which lends itself 
very well to the turning of the wind. 
has often been employed, 

The weather vane has had many 
forms. Its usual one on castles, tow 
ers and secular buildings was that of 
the banner, Singularly enough, the 
cock seems to have appeared first on 
churches, According to one historian, 
.it symbolized clerical vigilance, ‘The 
figure of a ship has been used; that 
of the bird and on a famous exchange 
in London, that of a grasshopper, 

A bit of interesting information on 
this subject crops up in eAlbert H 
Sonn's three volumes on “Early Amer- 
ican) Wrought Iron.” He gives a 
sketch of the Indian weather vane 
which surmounted the old Province 
house in Boston and Says that it was 
made by Deacon Shem Drowne, who 
made the grasshopper on Faneuil 
hall, and it once topped the cupola 
of the old Province house, Boston, but 
is now part of the collection of the 
Massachusetts museum, — Hartford
